MODERN 


Washington, DB. C., July 25.—{Spe- 
cial.J—Appropriations for the pur- 
chase of several hundred new army 
trucks to replace old and obsolete 
world war equipment will be asked 
of congress this ‘winter. | 

Secretary of War Davis approved 
recommendations for the acquisition 
of new material after recent tests 
with the experimental motorized force 


‘lat Fort Leonani Wood disclosed the 


worthlessness for modern war of the 
antiquated . with which 


The fact that only a few hundred 
of the thousands of new trucks pur- 
chased during war time remain in 
storage for issue was another factor 
responsible for the decision to begin 
replacements. These trucks, while 
they have never been used, as far 
outstripped in speed, mobility, power 
and ability to cross rough country by 
the modern equipment.” 

An idea of the antiquated nature 
of the army’s transportation is ob. 
tained when it is realized that only 
twelve or fifteen of the 15,000 trucks 
now in service or storage have been 
purchased since the war. Most of 


| the trucks were manufactured in 1917 


and 1918. In many cases trucks are 
still in use which were issued to the 


|army in 1916 before the United States 


entered the world war. 
Old Trucks Can’t Keep Pace. 

During the experiments with the 
motorizéd force it was found that the 
old trucks could not keep the pace set 
by new equipment. One of the new 
modern 7% ton trucks disclosed abil- 
ity -to make 40 miles an hour and to 
climb a 25 per cent grade with a 7% 
ton load. This truck has eight speeds 
forward and can travel, it is said, at a 
rate as low as three-quarters of a 
mile an hour. 

It, is pointed out that new. trucks 
should be purchased so that the army 
would have an opportunity to learn 
their limitations and possibilities. 
Army officers hate been hampered, it 
was said, by not knowing what the 
new trucks now used in modern in- 
dustry can do in warfare.

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Plans Adult Education os 
Major Feature. 


Promotion of closer relationship be- 
tween the public and the school sys- 
tem, including an extention of adult 
education, will be one of the chief 
policies of Supt. William J. Bogan, 
he said yesterday in his first an- 
nouncement of policy since he took 
office as superintendent a few weeks 
ago. 

Mr. Bogan’s program contains six 
major objectives. A superintendent’s 
advisory committee composed of 50 
civic leaders interested in the progress 
of education in the city will be formed 
to help carry out his plans, he said. 
As tentatively sketched, these policies 
are: Expansion of tne health pro- 
gram to insure every school child 
competent medical attention; creation | 
of a community center in every 
school; initiation of an educational 
program which will reach children of 
school age not attending classes; im- 
provement of recreational facilities; 
extension of the lecture system for 
the benefit of ‘tboth adults and _ chil- 
dren; and a closer connection between 
the research departments of the sev- 


eral universities in Chicago and the 
public school system. Se 


Through a closer relationship’ with 
the various university research depart- 
ments, Mr. Bogan said, he hoped to 
enable teachers to keep abreast of the 
times in teaching methods and inno- 
vations of an educational nature. 
Mr. Bogan’s announcement followed 
a meeting Monday held at his office 
when he outlined his program to rep- 
resentatives of 19 civic organizations 
he had called on for codperation. This 
body will form the nucleus of the per- 
manent advisory committee to be made 
up of 50 leaders interested in educa- 
tion who will aid the* superintendent 
in carrying out his program. Con- 
gratulatory letters and promises of 
codperation have been received from 
all those attending the session and 
from several persons who were unable 
to be present, Mr. Bogan said. 


“My plan is to enlist the aid of 
Chicago's intelligent and public spir- 
ited citizens in a program which will

Cooking Green Beans. *

Wide interest is now betag taken i: in 
of paper mulch in the grow- 
ps this country. This 
believe newspapers

Experience of men in the United 
States department of agriculture found 
that even several thicknesses of ordi- 
mary newspaper do not constitute a 
sufficiently durable mulch to be worth 
while, according to Lewis H. Flint, a 
federal physiologist. 

Special paper is used in blanketing 
the ground to kill weeds, conserve the 
moisture, and encourage the growth 
of crops. The paper mulch is used 
extensively in the growing of pine- 
apples in Hawaii. It is réported in a 
recent issue of the Scientific Ameri- 
can that 90 per cent of the pineapple 
crop in Hawaii is grown under paper, 
and the growers get 30 per cent more 
pineapples than they otherwise would. 

Federal government men in this 
country have grown a great variety 
of crops under paper. They have a 
wide variety of paper mulch trials in 
progress this season. The results will 
be made public later. 

The mulch paper comes in rolls of 
500 square feet or more. The paper
